"Cleanliness of school most unsatisfactory. 
This teacher's services should be dispensed with 
without delay. The room is so dirty that it actually 
smelle,- ventilation apparently being an unknown 
quality. The register had not been marked for 
@ month." 


The Agent also reporte unfavourably on the work of 
Mies A. Currie, teacher of the senior room. 


Both the above teachers were recommended by the 
Board of Home Missions, United Church of Canada, and, while 
Indian Agent Anfield considers that their services have not 
been satisfactory, it is possible that they might do better 
work at some other Indien day school conducted under the 
auspices of the United Church of Canada. 


I would appreciate it if you would discuss 
matter with Reverend Mr, Bunt and let me whet can be done.

"The teachers are having janitor troubles, 
the man presently engaged having quit. It is considered that 
the sum of $12.00 paid per month is quite insufficient for 
a school of this size, involving the care of a furnace, 
cleaning of two rooms and extensive halls as well as the 
emptying of toilet pails. The Council was instructed to 
see that a proper janitor was appointed at once. ‘he toilets 
were emptied and the teachers instructed to lock them until 
@ proper janitor was obtained. It is recommended that at 
least $25.00 a month will have to be paid to get a suitable 
worker for the janitory of this school. By comparison, it 
should be said that the janitor of the adjacent white school 
is peid 915.00 e month. It is a small one room school with 
only nine pupils. The question of opening a third room at 
this school must be fuced immediately. ‘The senior room is 
overcrowded and the Principal instructed to move half of 
Grade III group to the junior room «« 4 temporary measure, 
If all the junior grade children enrolied were present a 
third teacher will be needed at once.

The Department contributed $500 towards 
the cost of the present building in 1882 and I think 
before moving it or putting up another one,Mr Vowell 
should be asked to report in regard to this matter, 
which could be allowed to stand wntil next year's 
estimates as there need not be any great hurry for 
opening up the street,The survey was made & out three 
years ago but the field notes are not on fyle in 
the office and the plan does not show where the 
school building stands, 

The census gives the population of Port 


Simpson as 680,which would give about 150 children of 
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of school age and the attendance at this school 
been over 100 for some quarters, 

If it is foun@ necessary to rebuild,it 
would require quite a large school to accommodate 
all these ehildren, 

Pive hundred and sixty of the inhabitants 
of Port Simpson are given as Methodists,and as I 
said om my memorandum on fyle 77,025,that denomin- 
ation is conducting three schools there ,-two boarding 
and one day,and I have no doubt but that the boarders 
attend the day school,to which all the children might — 
go,boarding school provision being necessary énly 
for orphans and children of that class, The POet 
simpson Indians are well to do and should be able Ps.

houp, of Port Simpson, B.C., he informs me that owing to 4 
new survey of the village (or part of it) ordered by the 
Indian Agent. the public school milding will be left stand- 
ing in the middle of a new street. This would indicate, of 3% 
course, the necessity of moving the schoot building to 4 new 
site. But Mr Osterhout is of opinion that the condition of 
the building 15 such that it cannot be safely moved, at least 
without great expense, and suggests whettor it would not be 
better and cheaper in the end to erect a new puilding. As 
present puilding has been standing for a long time it is 
probable that Mr Osterhout is in the right. In view of the 
number of children of school age at Port Simpson 3% is prob 
able that @ fairly good puilding Large enough for the purp 
would cost from $1000 to $1200- It is evident that somethi 
mist be done forthwith, and I earnestly hope that the Sape 
intendent General will take the matter into favorable com- 
sideration» and make provision 1% the present year's sup 
plementary estimates for such amount as may be nevessa 
meet the needs in the case.

I have carefully gone over plans and bill of 
quantities for the proposed school at Port Simpson, and 
find that materials proposed to be used are sufficient and 
of the right dimensions,with a few exceptions. 

I would redommend that 2" X 8% pe used for 
ceiling joists, as 2" X 6" , 30' long are not strong enough, 
and there is no wey of bracing to support the same ,without 
using more timber, than in thus inoréasing the size of 
joists; also that 2 X 6 rafter and ceiling joists be used 
for porch instead of 2 X 4’, as specified. The change sug- 
gested would require 428 feet, at 2 cents per foot-$8.56 

There has been no provision made for window 
glass, thirty-six windows, with four lights of 15" xX 56" 
would cost glazed, probably, $64, It will be necessary to 
add these amounts to the bill of quantities, inmaking the 
amount $1,850.75, instead of $1,778.19. 

There are no specifications supplied, and 
the plan is a very crude one, It would be necessary to 
have plans and specifications furnished for filing with 
the Department, and will also require additional super- 
vision to ensure proper construction, when plans and speci- 


fications are so limited as those now submitted.

For some time now, there has been an agitation afoot in 
our village for a new Indian Day School. The Indian Agent has been ap- 
proached from various directions, and by various individuals. I have 
broached the subject myself. To date we have received no encouragement 
from the Indian Department.

We are all agreed that the present building is in a de- 


) plorable condition, and, as I stated in one of my monthly reports to 
the Andian Agent, is a public disgrace to the community and the Govern- 
nent ef Canada.

“ No repairs have been done on the building for years. 
Last year I recuisitioned for paint for the inside of the school, but 
it was not forthcoming. This year, I have decided that the building 
,is not worth repairs or paint. Some months ago the Village Council ap- 
pointed a committee of three of their best carpenters to examine the 
foundations of the school building and report what they found. 


{ This week that report was made by Thomas Gosness, who 
&, says that the foundation is a foot lower at one corner, and that a very 
~ high wind might send the building over at any time. One of the first 


, 3” {p things I learned about the building, when I came two years ago, was 


\ that the upper room was condemned for the use of a crowd as unsafe. It 
wes considered dangerous to take a class of children up there for 
\) <\physical exercises, - Mr. Gosnell told me that himself, and I am told 


‘ \\.\' that Captain Barry condemned the building on one of his visite. At the 


Uy time of our Christmas entertainment, we considered using the upper room, 


and were told that it was unsafe, that a hundred people in the upper room 
might collapse the building. That was eighteen months ago, now it is con- 
saderes that nowhere is it secure in a high wind.

2 Se Apart from the fact that the foundations are not safe, and 
the building is antiquated from the standpoint of heating and lighting, 
aa the sanitary conditions of a school that has an attendance of between 
P ninety and a hundred are, to say the least, outrageous, partly due to the 
‘ antiquity and inadequacy of such necessary facilities, and partly due to 
the fact that the teachers get little or no support fram the Indian Depart- 
ment, in the matter of essential repairs to be made from time to time. 


I think thet the Indian Department would be well-advised to, 
at least, make its own investigation of the matter, for conditions are of 
late rapidly growing worse.

The walls of the building are bulging sbaut one foot on each side 
and the roof has sagged to a relative degree. The V-joint finishing 
is badly warped and cracked and after thirty years service is con- 
sidered very unsanitary. Generally speaking the pbuilding is unsafe 
and hes been condemned for about six years. The Council will be 
obliged to the Prince Rupert Presbytery for whatever aid thet can 
be given in this urgent matter.

I have your letter of the 10th instant, addressed 
to Mr. Sutherlami, of thie Department, regarding the 
necessity for the erection of a new day school building at 
Port Simpson. 


In reply I have to say that, when preparing our 
draft Estimates for the coming fiscal year, iteme were 
included to provide for the erection of a number of new day 
echool buildings, including a new two-roomed school with 
teachers' living quarters at Port Simpson. However, all 
funds for building operations were disallowed, and, besides, 
Fey A reductions were made in other services for Indian 
Education. 


The Department is aware of the condition of the 
present school building at Port Simpson, and, should it be 
condemned by our Agent for future use, there wold be no 
other recourse than to close the school, until such time as 
funds are provided to erect a new building. I may also add 
that an effort was made to obtain funds to erect a new 
building when preparing Estimates for the current fiscal 
year, but this item was disallowed.

The Department is in receipt of a letter, signed 
by P. Me Yells, Secretary of the Port Simpson Indian Council, 
in which he states that the members of the Council recently 
inspected the Port Simpson Indian Day School and that, at 
their meeting on the llth instant, they decided that the 
school should remain closed until action is taken to provide 
better accommodation. He further states that the teachers of 
the school have been notified of the motion of the Council 
and that a notice has been posted on the door of the building. 


While the Department is aware that a new building 
is required to replace the present Port Simpson Day Sehool, at 
the same time, the Indian Council has no right to notify the 
teachers to discontinue duties. I would appreciate your 
advising me, at once, whether or not the two teachers of this 
school closed the school or whether it is to be re-opened on 
the 4th proximo. 


The necessity for a new building has been carefully 
considered by the Department but it is regretted that, owing to 
lack of funds, it is not possible, at the present time, to state 
definitely when a new school can be erected. Port Simpson is not 
the only point that requires a new building. At several other 
places in Canada, new schools are necessary but, as the funds 
placed at our disposal are not sufficient to permit construction 
to proceed, the present buildings will have to be used until 
financial conditions warrant increased expenditure. You should 
point out to the Indians that the delay in providing a new building 
at Port Simpson is not due to neglect on the part of the Department 
but simply due to the fact that the money for the purpose could not 
be secured.

T have the honour to transmit herewith copy of a 
letter dated December 2lst received at this Office from the 
port Simpson Indian Council, calling attention to the dangerous 
condition of the Indian Day School building, together with 
copy of letter dated December 22nd received from Mr. Agent 
Collison in the same connection; both letters peing 
self-explanatory. 


It will be noted that Mr. Collison recommends 
that the building be inspected and reported upon by Mr. 
J. Re Mitchell, of Prince Rupert, and the recommendation 
to have the School inspected should, it is felt, be concurred 
in under the circumstances. The question, however, of who 
should be employed must remain entirely with the Department. 


While I doubt very much that the Port Simpson 
Council has been given authority to take such drastic 
action as closing the School, nevertheless, there seems no 
doubt but that the Couneil has done so with the conviction 
that the building is unsafe and the lives of their children 
may be menaced. At the same time the fabrication of the letter 
would indicate that white people have had 4 hand in it and, 
for this reason, it is considered advisable that the Depart- 
ment should have the building inspected, reported on, and af 
possible, put in safe and sanitary condition. Wo doubt the 
Department will also wish to have the Church authorities con- 
sulted with in this connection, inasmuch as the property and 
building are somewhat involved in recognized jurisdiction. 
There appears some doubt as to who actually owns the building, 
as well as the land upon which it stands, and we have no data 
on file here that would throw light upon the matter.

In this connection, I would confirm my 
telegram to the Department of the 13th as follows-

and necessity temporary repairs (stop) At present 
pupils not attending and teachers unoccupied (stop) 
Kindly wire authorizing same as immediate action 
advisable." 


Needless to say, the action of the -ort 
Simpson council in closing the school was entirely 
unauthorized, and 1 have my suspicions that the 
whole thing was prompted by parties interested in 
having a new school. 


Whilst the building is no doubt old, 4 am 
of the opinion that a few repairs would tide over 
the present situation and as stated in a letter to 
the Commissioner at Victoria, and in my telegram 
to the Department, would recommend that an independ- 
ent inspection of the building be made to determine 
the present condition of the structure, Although 
both teachers are on the spot, the pupils have so 
far not attended and have no doubt been influenced 
by their parents in this regard.

Memorandum: 


It has been reported to the department that the 
Indian Day School at Port Simpson has been closed due to the fact 
that it is unsafe. The building is very old and it is stated 
that it would not be practical or advisable to carry out any 
repairs. It is recommended that a new two classroom day school 
be erected immediately, same to be constructed by day labour under 
the supervision of a competent working foreman, and employment 
given to as many Indians as possible in ite erection. 


Owing to the location of the proposed school it is 
rather difficult to make an accurate estimate of the cost, but it 
4s considered that $6,000 will provide for its erection. Funds are 
available in Vote 318, Special Supplementary Estimates. 


If you approve it will be necessary to commence 
operations immediately and I would ask for the name cf a competent 
foreman to be employed to supervise the work and to engage whatever 
additional white labour he requires outside of Indian labour. The 
Indian Agent will decide what Indians are to be given employment on 
the work. 

I would also ask to be furnished with the names of 
firms in Prince Rupert where the materials may be purchased. These 
materials will consist principally of lumber, millwork, cement, 
hardware and paint. 


The existing school is situated approximately 35 
miles from Prince Rupert by boat and it is proposed to erect the 
new school on the same site, using as much material from the old 
building as can be salvaged.

Sir:- 


With further reference to the Port Simpson 
day school, I would state that I visited the 
reserve on the 2lst inst. and inspected the 
school which is a two-storey building over 30 
years old. 


While the foundation is in fair condition, 
the principal weakness at present lies in the 
roof which has sagged considerably tending to 
force out the walls. Any extra weight such 
as a heavy fall of snow might further endanger 
the building. I arranged to have temporary 
buttresses set up against the building on 
both sides and supports placed under the roof which 
should strengthen the building for the time being. 


I would not advise the Department to go to 
further expense in connect ion with the old build- 
ing and would recommend that a new wu to date 
school be constructed suitable for the needs of 
the village. 


It has been suggested that the proposed 
new school should be erected on a new site away 
from the present mission reserve. I am in favor 
of this as the new situation will provide a 
better play ground for the pupils and being more 
accessible to the waterfront, better sanitary 
arrangements can be provided. 


I do not consider it possible to complete 
the building before the end of the present fiscal 
year as it will be the end of February at least 
before actual construction can be started. 


The type of school required will be a two- 


% 
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room building- preferably three, as the attendance in the 
junior room is sometimes more than one teacher can handle. 
Accommodation should be provided for at least 100 pupils, 
and the building provided with necessary conveniences 
such as central heating, cloek rooms, wash rooms and out- 
side toilets for boys and girls. 


The question of suitable accommodation for the 
teachers has always been a source of dissatisfaction, 
and I would suggest, if possible, that suitable living 
quarters for the two permanent teachers be attached 
to the school. Should a third teacher be required any 
time, accommodation can be obtained elsewhere. 


In view of the difficulties and delays we have 
experienced in connection with the building of the new 
Yitselas school, I would strongly urge that the building 
of the Port Simpson school be placed in the hands of a 
reliable building firm by contract. 


In order to provide for the future it may be 
advisable to increase the accommodation to 125 pupils 
as the population of Port Simpson has increased during 
the Sack few years. 


I shall be glad to receive complete plans and 
specifications for the new building together with the 
Department's instructions.

The subject matter of your letter of the 27th 
ultimo has been pre careful consideration by the 
departmental officials, and the suggeations you make 
have been carefully noted. 


I a deeply interested in vocational instruct- 
ion, and I should like to see greater provision made 
for such inetruction in any schools we may decide to 
erect during the period that may lie ahead of us. With 
this thought in mind, I have suggested to the Architect 
that we might consider the advisability of constructing 
a day school at Port Simpson, igtetetny designed for 
manual training. I have in m a school with two 
classrooms, capable of accoumodating 40 pupils in each 
room, and, in addition, a smaller room, designed to give 
girls a certain amount of instruction in elementary 
domestic science. I am of the opinion, also, that 
accommodation should be provided for two teachers. I 
have been wondering if it would be possible to obtain 
enough material from the old build to erect a work- 
shop for boys, adjoining the main building. This 
additional structure would not need to be expensive 

but should be equipped with benches and the equipment

On Thursday, the 22nd inst., a special trip was 
made to Port Simpson to look into the school situation there. 


Following a meeting with the villace council, 
and accompanied by some of the members, an inspection was 
made of the school building. As a result, temporary repairs 
were arranged for and the building braced pending the 
Department's decision regarding the erection of a new school. 
I pointed out to the Council that they had exceeded their 
rights in closing the school, and was assured that the 
council's action was taken solely to safeguard the children 
as it was feared a heavy fall of snow might greatly endanger 
the building. 


Had I not been absent from the agency at the 
time, matters would have been speedily adjusted and there 
would have been no need of closing the school. The letter 
signed by the council was no doubt written by a white 
resident and that they did not realize the peremptory tone 
of the communication.

As you are aware, the Department gave some con- 
sideration to the erection of a new building, but after 
correspondence with the Agent it was found that even 
though construction started it could not be completed 
before the end of the present fisoal year. In addition, 
there was some doubt as to the amount of funds that sould 
be secured for the purpose. 


In the Special Su Srnemory Estimates request- 
ead for the fisoal year 1937-58 provision has been made 
for a new sohool, at an approximate cost of $7,500. 


If this amount is allowed, and before work 
proceeds, the matter will, no doubt, be brought to the 
attention of your office y ae Architect.

Dear Sir:- 


With reference to your letter dated 
Feb.llth, relative to the proposed day school 
for the Port Simpson village, I believe in my 
previous letter it was stated that it woulda be 
necessary to provide for 125 popiie, but as 
there are 75 names enrolled, am of the opinion 
that accommodation should be provided for 100, 
in order to take care of any future increase, iny 
first figure being based on the increase in population 
on this reserve, 


The addition of a room for domestica sctence 
teaching is I think, a €00d idea, provided that the 
services of a domestic science teacher is obtained. 
With such large classes it would be impossible for 
the other teachers to take up this subject. 


It will be possible to obtain sufficient 
lumber from the old building for the erection of a 
workshop. If this is done, I would suggest that the 
manual training be started ena suwall scale. The 
Indians are handy with the use of tools and frequently 
have the idea that they know everything, 

They nearly all have soue knowledge of 
gas engines as they own their own fishing boats many 
of which have been built by themselves, and the boys 
are accustomed at an early age to handle their boats. 
With this in view I would suegest that unless a 
qualified instructor is appointed to teach these 
subjects the scheme may not meet with the success 
warranted by a large outlay. Personally, I am 
strongly in favor of vocational training but consider 
it advisable that the scheme be tried out eradually 
before any large expense is incurred, 


I would also suggest that a covered 
shelter, or shed, be erected for use during recess 
in bad weather. 
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The Indians have set apart two vacant lots for the 
school, but in order to guard against fire hazard,it 
4s advisable that twenty-five feet of each of the 
adjoining occupied lots, numbers Two and Bne should 
be purchased by the Department. This could be done 
for the sum of $50.00 ($25.00 each). 


The accommodation for the two teachers is 
particularly desirable. 


If central heating is planned a larger appropriation 
will be required to cover this extra cost. 


I am enclosing a sketch of the proposed site with 
the information asked for by Mr.Orr , and shall awa it 
the Department's instructions with regard to the 
commencement of the work on thé building.

hay I direct your attention to a letter, 
dated March Srd, received from Mr. #. E. Collison, 
Indian Agent, Prince Rupert, B. C. This letter was 
written in response to our request for additional 
information in respect to the construction of a day 
school at Fort Simpson. 


In my judgment, we should proceed with the 
construction of a day school, consisting of two main 
classrooms capable of accommodating 40 pupils, each; 
a smaller room, sufficiently spacious to give in- 
struction in elementary domestic science to groups of 
girls (25 to 30); and a residence for two teachers. 

I am convinced, also, that we can very profitably use 
the material in the old school for the construction 
of an additional workshop, in which vocational in- 
struction can be provided for boys. This building 
should be inexpensively constructed. I have no 
opinion to express in respect to Mr. Collison's 
suggestion, that a covered shelter or shed be erected 
for use during recess in bad weather. It is just 
possible that sufficient material could be obtained 
from the old building to erect such a shed, in 
addition to the vocational building. 


I may state that I have discussed the re- 
building programme at Port Simpson very fully and in 
detail with the representatives of the United Church. 
We are anxious that this work should be undertaken 
just as soon as you can complete arrangements to have 
it started.

Lay I direct your attention to a letter, 
dated March 3rd, received from kr. «. &. Collison, 
Indian Agent, Prince Rupert, 5. Cc. This letter was 
written in response to our request for additional 
information in respect to the construction of a day 
school at Fort Simpson. 


In my judgment, we should proceed with the 
construction of a day school, consisting of two main 
classrooms capable of accommodating 40 pupils, each; 
a smaller room, sufficiently spacious to give in- 
struction in elementary domestic science to groups of 
girls (25 to 30); and a residence for two teachers. 

I am convinced, also, that we can very profitably use 
the material in the old school for the construction 
of an additional workshop, in which vocational in- 
struction can be provided for boys. This building 
should be inexpensively constructed. TI have no 
opinion to express in respect to Mr. Collison's 
suggestion, that a covered shelter or shed be erected 
for use during recess in bad weather. It is just 
possible that sufficient material could be obtained 
from the old building to erect such a shed, in 
addition to the vocational building. 


I may state that I have discussed the re- 
building programme at Port Simpson very fully and in 
detail with the representatives of the United Church. 
We are anxious that this work should be undertaken 
just as soon as you can complete arrangements to have 
it started. " >

The plans of the new Indian day school for 
Port Simpson have been received at this office. They 
have been looked over by Inspector Barry, who is now 
visiting in this agency, and myself, and in this 
connection I should like to point out:- 


1. That no provision has been made for an 
inside bathroom and toilet for the teacher's residence, 
and no outside toilets for the school. 


2. That platforms have been provided for both 
class rooms. 


3. that blackboard space has only been 
provided at one end of each class room. 


4. That no provision has been made for 
washrooms for either boys or girls. 


With regard to provision for a bathroom, I 
would point out that it is absolutely necessary that one 
should be installed for the convenience of the teachers. 
In this connection, it will be necessary to provide a 
sewer pipe from the school to the beach, a distance of 
approximately one hundred yards, with a good fall towards 
the sea. This will entail sewer pipe and the digging of 
a shallow ditch to low water mark. 


I am informed by Inspector Barry that class 
room platforms are unnecessary. Such platforms were 
used in the past, but have been discontinued in all 
British Columbia schools for a considerable time. 
Yeacher's desks are not now placed actually at the end 


Pe 


P 
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of a classroom, but diagonally across one corner, 
this is recognized as the best position for the 
teacher's desk. Similar platforms as those indicated 
on the plans have been removed from a number of our 
Indian schools in the past. 


With respect to blackboard space, it is considered 
by the Inspector and myself that additional blackboard 
should be placed in each class room along the whole 
length of the dividing wall Opposite the windows as 
well as at the end of the class room. fhe provision 
for blackboard space as is now suggested is a feature 
of all modern class room construction. It is necessary 
that every facility should be afforded the indian child- 
ren for blackboard writing and other related work. 


With regard to wash room accommodation, it is 
hardly necessary to point out the absolute necessity 
for such accommodation in any modern Indian school. 
In view of the fact that no provision has been made 
on the ground floor, it is suggested that possibly the 
necessary wash rooms could be arransed for in the basement, 
or if this is considered impracticable, wash basins with 
water connections might be installed in the corridor on 
the ground floor. 


The Port Simpson Indian Vouncil are installing an 
electric lighting plant for the village which will be of 
sufficient capacity to supply public building on the 
reserve, and it might be advisable to wire the teachers' 
residence and school for this purpose, as the use of 
electric light is much safer than coal oil lamps which 
would otherwise be used in the building. 
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These matters are being brought to the attention of 
the Department at the present time in order to save the 
extra expense that would be involved in rectifying such 
omissions at a later date. 

It is to be regretted that a copy of the school 
plans was not forwarded to this office at an earlier 
date so that suggest ions could have been made before 
work commenced on the building.

Hoving just returned from a visit to sort Simpson 1 veg 
lenve to place before you some of my findiats in regard to the 
new school puilding now veing constructed by the Government for 
that village. 


As you may know the old school vuiluins became very 
delapidated ond hes veen used to date oy being propped up with 
heavy timoors to strengthen it in times of storm. ‘he new ouilding 
was sorely needed and is rapidly taking shape, the worrers being 
engaged with the plastering of the oullding when i visited the same. 
ihe two class rooms 4 think will oe most suitavle for the purposes. 


the matter I wish particulorly to coring to your attention 
is thot while the building is costing 4 consideravle sum of money = 
approximately 14,000.00 - there is no provision whatever made for 
bathroom ond toilet accommodation, neither for the two room school 
or for the hwo teachers employed in the wort there. this surely 
must ve an oversight on the part of the Government or the Contractors 
who have had the erection of the ouLllding in hend, ‘As the building 
4g stiil uncomploted i think it is not too late to mate a constructive 
sucgestion in regard to tuis most important and urgent matter. 


‘ne accomodation for the teaciors consists of two large 
bedrooms upsteirs and 9 yitenen and living room aownsteirs, In addition 
to that there is a room designated for the purpose of vomestic science 
terching, wiich 4s perhaps not urgently needed st the moment, at 
least not so urgently required as tne accommodstion i heve referred 
to.

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While it would be convenient for the teachers 
to instal a bathroom I would point out that this would 
involve considerable extra expense at this time but as no 
funds are provided for the purpose it is not possible to 
favourably consider Doctor Osterhout's request in this 
regard. The funds for the erection of the Port Simpson 
School were provided in the appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1939-39. This Vote expires on the 3lst instant and 
no additional funds have been provided in our next year's 
estimates for the expenditure that would be necessary to 
instal a bathroom. 


On February 11, 1937, I wrote Indian Agent 
Collison with a view to ascertaining if he considered it 
possible to obtain enough material from the old building 
to erect a work shop for the boys adjoining the new school. 
I pointed out at that time that this bu'lding would not 
need to be expensive but could be equinved with benches 
and the equipment necessary to enable the boys to undertake 
carventry work or some other branch of vocational instruction. 


Mr. Collison renlied to my letter in part as 
follows: "It will be possible to obtain sufficient lumber 
from the old building for the erection of a work shop. If 
this 1s done I would surest that the manual training be 
started on a small scale. The Indians are handy with the 
use of tools but frequently have the idea that they know 
everything. Personally I am strongly in favour of vocational 
training but consider it advisable that the scheme be tried 
out gradually before any large expense is incurred. " 


I concur in what Mr. Collison said in his letter 
with reference to starting on a small scale and I would 
therefore, appreciate if you would let me know what would be 
the probable cost of the erection of a small work shop for 
the boys using the material from the old building.

You will remember that early in 1937 I 
discussed this school with you and that you agreed that 
it would be advisable to provide facilities for the teaching 
of domestic science.

I have your letter of Merch 23rd and have had 
the opportunity of discussing this matter with Dr. Osterhout, 
who has been here attending our Board meeting. I think thet 
ell thet Dr. Osterhout hed in mind was the necessity of pro- 
viding some toilet accoumodation in connection with the school. 
He tells me that, apart from the provision which has been made 
on the upper floor for the teachers, there is absolutely no 
provision of sanitary toilet facilities for the children. Dr. 
Osterhout also tells me that your representative thinks that 
some provision should be made. 


I told Dr. Osterhout, however, that we would not 
think of suggesting that the domestic science room be used for 
that purpose. I will be going out to British Columbia and will 
discuss with the teachers and with Dr. Osterhout your desire to 
feature domestic science and manual training, which is certainly 
a step in the right direction. It would, of course, be very dif- 
ficult to have teachers of different sexes, sime they occupy the 
same quarters, unless it would be possible to get 4 man and his 
wife, both of whom qualify ss teachers. The matter will receive 
our most sympathetic consideration.

There are no sanitary facilities either in the school 
or on the grounds for the pupils. 


There is no equipment for the teaching of Domestic 
Science in the room set apart for this purpose. Miss 
How, the Senior teacher, is ready to teach this subject 
and would, I think, take some special preparation for 
this during the summer. 


She told me that there was not even a chimney in 
the room so that a stove could be used but that some- 
one had suggested that it would be connected with the 
village lighting plant - and electric stoves used - we 
thought such a thing absurd.

Owing to my absence from the office it was 
not possible to reply to your first letter at an earlier 
date. 


Acting on instructions received through 
Indian Commissioner MacKay on May 13th, an estimate was 
obtained for the construction of two outside toilets. 
This work is now in hand. As stated in a previous letter 
to the Commissioner, the toilets at the old school could 
not be utilized as they ave too ancient. The new ones 
are being built from lumber and material left over from 
the new school. This will reduce the cost considerably. 


An estimate, of the cost of erecting a 
manual training shop, is being prepared and will be 
forwarded as soon as possible. 


It would be inadvisable to open the new 
building until after the summer holidays, as most of the 
pupils are now away from the Village and will not return 
until late in September. By that time the building will 
be ready, and the furniture for the teachers’ quarters 
provided and installed. I have already pointed out, in 
a previous communication, that the toilet arrangements 
for the teachers’ residence is most unsatisfactory and 
unsanitary. 


Nearly all the lumber and hardwagwe left over 
from the new building, as per list supplied by the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch, can be used in connection with the 
school outhouses and manual training shop. With regard 
however, to the hard wall cement (72 sacks) and a quantity 
of plaster of paris, I inquired of the firm that supplied 
the cement whether they would take back the unused supply.

Referring to your letter of the Sra 
inst.respecting the new school at Port Simpson, 
I would state that fires were not kept up con- 
tinuously at the school. It was necessary 
however, to have a small fire going twice a 
week to keep the interior of the building from 
getting damp. In a drier climate this would 
not have been necessary. 


With regard to the warping of the 
blackboards, the only reason I can give is 
that when the boards were put up, not sufficient 
room was allowed for expansion, with the result 
that when they absorbed the least moisture the 
boards bulged as a natural result. 


I am enclosing Vo.8780 for the sum 
of $12.00 paid through the Hudson's Bay Company 
for services, lighting fires and 1 oking after 
the building generally. This service was dis- 
continued at the end of May.

As requested by you, I have considered with care the 
contents of Mr, Indian Agent Gillett's letter 2-11-24 of the 
13th instant with regard to the provision of fire exit doors in 
the class rooms of the Port Simpson Indian Day School, Skeena 
River Agency. 


At present, should an emergency occur, the only pos- 
sible exit for the children would be through a transverse hallway, 
each class room opening directly onto this hall. It is, of course, 
through this hallway that children make their exit during fire 
drills. 


I am inclined to agree with Mr. Gillett that better 
provision should be made for the safety of the children in case 
the school has to be evacuated or cleared in a very brief time 
and without the slightest chance of confusion, I would, there- 
fore, recommend that the provision of two outside doors now 
asked for be favorably considered,

We are going to have difficulty heating the 
upstairs of this teacherage in any case. I was planning to 
utilize the fresh air vent that goes out through the ceiling 
of the upstairs and instal through an aperture in the wall 
an oil burner. This would make the upstairs of this teacher- 
age quite comfortable. 


With regard to the store-room downstairs, this 
would make a useful bedroom provided we had accommodation for 
the large amount of school material presently stored therein. 
This could be taken care of by putting a partition in the annex 
and making a store-room therein. 


I am satisfied that Miss Findlay would adjust 
to conditions at the Nursing Station if she were appointed 
senior teacher at the school. ‘The other two teachers would 
be quite comfortable in the teacherage if an oil burner were 
installed upstairs. 


This action is recommended. The oil heater 
will cost $125.00 installed and $25,00 should take care of 
labour for cutting the partition and installing same. Your 
instructions with regard to this matter will be appreciated 
so that the work may be completed during the summer, if pos- 
sible.

I am hopeful of getting a junior teacher for the 
Port Simpson Indian Day School but I am informed by Miss Curry, 
the senior teacher, that the furnishings in the teachers’ 
quarters are rather scanty as Miss Hill, who was formerly 
teacher of the school, resided there with her parents and when 
transferred elsewhere todher furniture with her, this being 
her own personal property, leaving the school rather bare. 


Pending an investigation into what is necessary 
to furnish the school, I would recommend that the Department 
supply: 


one pair of pillows 

two pairs of blankets 

two pairs of pillow slips 
two pairs of sheets 


at a total cost of about 945.00. It has been pointed out that 
the present mattresses on the two beds will require renewal as 
they are very thin and do not give sufficient warmth during the 
cold weather. hese will cost about 415.00 each, but the supply 
could be held over if the Department wishes until later in the 
year, However, the blankets, etc., should be provided as soon 
as possible if funds are available for this purpose.

I beg to forward herewith a copy of a letter 
received from Mr. Indian Agent Gillett making application 
for authority to employ Peter Wells, an Indian carpenter 
of the Port Simpson Band, to teach the boys of the Port 
Simpson Indian Day School carpentry. It will be observed 
that instruction is to be given for two hours a week at 
the rate of $1.00 per hour, 


This would appear to be a good opportunity to 
have some instruction in manual training given to the Port 
Simpson school boys and I have no hesitation in recommending 
that same be approved. It seems to me, however, that the 
period of only two hours a week is altogether too short, 
especially in view of the number of boys available for 
instruction, and that 2 two hour periods per week would be 
little enough. If the Department approves, it will be 
necessary to purchase some lumber, nails and other materials 
for instructional purposes for which an amount of approximately 
$40.00 will be required.

In reply I bes to say that 1f there are temporary 
buildings available at Babine and Stuart’s Lake the Depart=- 
ment is prepared to make a erant for the teachors’ salaries 
and also to supply the necessary school material, However, 
the salary mentioned by you, $100,00 a month, is more than 
the Department pays at any point in British Oolumbia, As 
to the salaries, much would depend upon the qualifications. 
Presumably it would be almost impossible to get teachers 
with proper professional qualifications for these inland 
districts, but it may be ‘possible for you to nominate 
teachers, who, if they have not tiie professional quali fi- 
cations, may nevertheless be competent to conduct the work 
at these day schools. 

With regard to Hagwelget, a school was conducted 
at Roche Deboule, but was closed sometime ago owing to the 
fact that the Rev, Father Godfrey's time was so taken up

My dear Scott:- 


I enclose you a letter from Father A. 

Godfrey, who has charze of the Hagwilget Indians, within a 
mile or two of New Hazelton. This is a point that I have 
urced for some school, denominational, or otherwise, to be 
erected, as it is practically midway between all the banded 
Indians between Prince Rupert and Fort Fraser, and with the 
convenience of getting to school by both ends of the Railway, 
I know of no point which has such good arguments in its 
favor, as the above-ment ioned. 


Personally, U think the school would be 
of great benefit to the Indians there, who apparently have 
no school of any consequence. The indians of the total 
district are industrious, and have made their living in the 
past, by packing, freight etc., through the different dis- 
tricts. Now, with the railway completed, it will mean that 
their vast livelihood will be in a great measure cut out, 
and I have always felt that it was your Department(s duty 
to give them a better system of education. 


However, you will note that Father Godfrey 
is asking for a reasonable salary for the teacher, and I 
certainly think this ought to be granted. It is a well-known 
fact that all laborers in the country get from $3 to $4 a dav. 
I trust that you will give this your very best consideration 
and approval of some assistance along the lines I surmested. 
Father Godfrey, I know personally, has and is devoting a 
great deal of time and energy towards the different tribes of 
the district, and is well deserving of any assistance you can 


five him.

Barry visited this Agency and was asked to 
attend a meeting. of the Tsitsk (Hagwilget) Indians concerning 
Mr. Sydney Browning, late teacher of the Récher Deboule Indian 
Day School. This meeting was held on September 14th and the 
following is a report taken from notes by Mr. Mallinson, clerk 
of this agency. 
_ Three of the leading Tsitsk Indians spoke asking that 
Mr. Browning be <e-appointed as teacher of the Rocher Deboule 
Scheol, giving as their reasons the good work Mr. Browning had 
or their children; for his help to the destitute; for his 
counsel and advice to all; for his church work and for his 
social work generally. They stated he had been teacher of the 
school for over twenty years and that he had done very good work. 
They also stated they were very glad to meet Inspector Barrye 
Inspector Barry, in his reply, stated that he was glad 
to meet the Indians of Tsitsk and had carefully noted what had 
been said with regard to Mr. Browning and the good work he had 
done, both at the school and in the village. He informed the 
meeting that Mr. Brewning had resigned as teacher of the Rocher 
Deboule Indian Day School and that the Indian Department had 
accepted his resignation. He mentioned that the Indian 
Department, like all other departments of the Dominion Government, 
had @ rule that all mémbers must retire from duty on reaching the 
age of 65 and that Mr. Browning had already reached that age. 
Consequently his term of office was at an end and that his place 
must be filled by some other person. He stated that the Roman 
Catholic Church had put forward the name of the new teacher, Hrs. 
Macdonald, and that the Indian Department had approved of this 
choice and appointed Mrs. ‘Macdonald as teacher of the Rocher 
Deboule Indian Day School. He mentioned that he had given 
about four hours to Mrs. Macdonald, instructing her in the methods 
of teaching as set forth by the Department of Indian Affairs, ,and 
he was sure this lady would do her best to make the school studies 
interesting and do everything possible for her pupils. He hoped 
the Indians of Tsitsk would help Mrs. Macdonald in every way and 
give her a chance to make @ood. He also stated that the new 
teacher had only recently come to the reserve and that she could 
not possibly do, at once, all that Mr. Browning did after twenty 
years' experience with the Indians of the Tsitsk Reserve. He 
asked the Indians to give MME her time ~ probably several months - 
and their constant help and he was sure that Mrs. Macdonald would 
be very much liked and loved by all on the Tsitsk Reserve. He 
stated that Mrs. Macdonald, besides being an experienced teacher, 
was a trained nurse and would be of great help to all in time of 
sickness. Inspector Barry thanked the Indians for their kind 
attention. ; 
I am informed Inspevtor Barry called upon Mr. Browning 
directly he reached Hazelton at the latters request.

This matter was brought to your attention 
last Session. I have not the file with me in connection 
with it but before leaving for the East received the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Browning: - 


"Some time ago you promised that you would make 
another attempt to obtain more remuneration from 
the Indian Department, Ottawa, for Mrs. Browning 
and myself in recognition of our 214 yeers faith- 
ful services as teachers of the Rocher Deboule 
Indian Day School, Hagwilget I.R., near New Hazel- 
ton, B.C. I had written recently to His Lordship, 
Bishop Bunoz, 0.M.I., Prince Rupert, B.C., and 

have received a reply from him that he was writing 
to the Indian Department, Ottawa, heartily support- 
ing us in our further endeavour to obtain better 
remure ration and his letter (enclosed) is at your 
disposal, and probably be a means or help to you in 
support of our case, and we know you will do your 
best in this important matter, and we will fully 
appreciate whatever you may do for us." 


The letter which Mr. Browning mentions and is signed by Bishop 
Bunoz reads as follows: - 


Insceees 


Indian Affairs. (RG 10, Volume 6408, file 838-1, part 1) 
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Dr. H.W. McGill gan. 19/37. 


& "In reply to your letter, I must say that I 
deeply sympathize with you on your griev- 
ance against the Indian Department for hav- 
ing allowed you a gratuity of only two months’ 
salary after a devoted service of 214 years 
at the Indian School of Hagwelget. I am writ- 
ing to the Department, praising your excellent 
work at the above-named school during the long 
period of 214 years and strongly recommending 
that a further allowance be granted you in re- 
cognition of your long and devoted services. 


I hope that my letter will strengthen the 
efforts of Mr. Hanson, M.P., and that you will 
obtain the desired further assistance." 


I would appreciate it if you would look into 
this matter again and see if there is anything which can be done 
to reimburse Mr. Browning to a greater extent for what he calls 
his "long and faithful service."

Dear Mr. Hanson,- 


I have to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of January 19th written on behalf 
of lire Sydney Browning, of South Hazelton, B.C. 


Mr. Browning's request for an 
additional retiring allowance on account of his 
long service with the Indian Department as 
Teacher, and that of his wife, has, as you know, 
been previously before the Department, and in 
December last, a communication in this regard 
was received from Right Reverend E.M.Bunoz, O.M.I., 
of Prince Rupert. 


In this connection I regret to say 
that as previously stated, it is quite impossible 
to meet Mr. Browning's wishes. Like all Teachers 
of Indian Schools, Mr. and Mrs. Browning were 
Classified as temporary employees. As such 
they did not contribute to the Civil Service 
Superannuation Fund, and are therefore ineligible 
to receive any benefits under the Civil Service 
Superannuation Act of 1924. On retirement they 
received the usual gratuity equivalent to two 
months’ salary, and there is no authority under 
which the Department would be in a position to 
grant an additional retirtng allowance.

Report: Reports and timetable satisfactory. Progress records 
should be brought up to date. Control good. An attempt has been 
made to group the children according to their mastery of past work. 
Pupils assist in classroom duties. Junior Red Cross. Good use is 
made of the library. Hot lunch programne during winter months. 

Work is planned and prepared, but could be organized on 
a more systematic basis. Time allotments have stressed the fund- 
amental skills to the detriment of the appreciation and content 
subjects. Teachiing is thorough but tends to underestimate the 
capacity for growth of the pupils. More attention snould be paid 
to silent reading in the upper grades.. The emphasis on rote 
spelling of unfamiliar words is not conducive to reading development. 
Content detail rather than general principles have been stressed in 
social studies. individual attention has been given to the pupils. 
The Spirit of the Programme of Studies should be followed more 
closely than the organization of work on a purely text-book basis. 

It is hard to estimate the progress of the pupils, as 
it is muex evident that the work of previous grades was not completed 
satisfactorily. The result has been an attempt to complete all the 
work of previous grades in each subject. Although the principle of 
leaving no gaps in the mastery of necessary skills is good teaching 
practice, care must be taken to ascertain exactly just what those 
gaps are and to teach accordingly. In the Primary grades reading 
progress is good, although there is a tendency to word-calling which 
should be checked. The Grade 1V group is below standard in reading 
comprehension. Grade V is reading well. Spelling progress is good 
and writing fair. There is a good grasp of arithuetic fundamentals. 
Grade Vl11 has done little work in mathematics at its own grade level. 
Pupils show a willingness to learn, but are not advancing rapidly 
enough to retain interest. 1t is not desirable to ‘prove" in writing 
every answer in arithmetic once the pupils know how to make a quick 
check, 

Mrs. Chapman has conscientiously tried to teach each 
pupil at the level of mastery reached. Greater familiarity with 
modern teaching and testing techniques, and with the Programme of 
Studies would have saved a lot of time and brought quicker results.

Mr, Inapector Cairns, in a report on his inspection 
of the Rocher Deboule Indian Day School dated October lst, 
last, recommends that Mrs, Browning, the assistant teacher, 
be granted an increase of $20 in her salary. At the present 
time she is in receint of $120 per annum for her services in 
the teaching of sewing, knitting, etc., and the preparation of 
the noonday meal for the children, She is also in receipt 
of salary at the rate of $60 >er annum for her services as 
janitress, In view of the Inspector's recommendation, we 
have decided to grant Mrs. Browning an increase of $20 in 
her salary as assistant teacher.

§ 7.50. per month for Mid-day mesle trem ( which was cut down to » 3.30.re- 
cently )from Sept. I1916.and at a time when adult Indians could fina much 
work to do in and around this district , , it seeme more nécessary now when 
there ig no work not even for whitesto do, You afk me whet the minimun 
coet would be for providing theee meale . I would respectfully point cut 
that the amount hithemeranted., viz.- # 3,30. for & oup ingredients etc, 
plue $ 3.80 for Pilot Bread eauale $ 7,IC per school month,or $ 71.00 for 
I school yearof, 10 months.a very insignificant amount when compared with 


that which pertains at any Indian Kesidential School, anc I would state that 
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Mte Browning has often used some of her own cooking ingrediet@ in making 
soups fo@ rece poor little Indian children ; s0 then the amount iemighty 
emall. 

The mid-day meal although very small ire still of nourishment to the 
school children and has been appreciated, helping them them consicerably 
with theiretudies, ae without proper nourishment and sustenance no child 
can possibly learn well,a very important fact is it not? I think that if 
the facts were fully explained and madeéhthoroughly clear by you to the 
Dept. of Indicn Affairs , Ottawa they would not begrudge the small amount 
expenaed each School year for that purpore.

Rver since assuming the duties of missionary to the Indians 
of the Tsartilp, Pauquechin, Tseiun, 7sas-out and Malekut Reserves 
of Saanich, < have been sernet"s pressed hy them to write to the 
aithorities of the Indian Rept. to obtain for those people of the two 
reserves first mentioned the usnal appropriation of 9300.00 a very from 
the iniian Dept., for a teacher's salary, to enable « day-school to be 
carried on at the Tsartilp Reserve. I have a good comwdious build- 
ing in connection with this mission and, if a grant to pay a teacher 
can be secured from the Dept., work could comnence almost at once. 


There is a good trunk-road between the Taartilp, Pauqechin and 


Tseilam Reserves, and there are on the Tsartilp and Pauqnechin Reserves 


at least twenty-five children of school age There are at these 
Reseves of West Saanich from forty to fifty children growing up in 
ignorance and whose parents are most desirous that an education be 
provided for their offspring. The parents of these children are well 
aware of the drawback, that a lack of education entails in after life, , 
and feel the situation very keenly. 

The nearest school ia at Tsao-out (Rast Saanich), four miles ‘rom 
Tsartilp over an alwst impassable road, and very much farther from the 
other Saanich Reserves, which makes it impossible to attend at Tsao-out, 

I would on behalf of the Indian bands named, deer if a ‘favor, if 
you can see your way to recommend, that an appropriation be made by 
the Indian Dept., for a Day school at Tsartilpfor all the Saanich bands, 
who are now without a school. 
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The Indians alladed are nearly all farmers, who dispose of their 
preduce to Victoria merchants, and the Indians, mowing nothing of 
mercantile life, nor figurés,often complain bitterly to me of their 
own helplessness in trading affairs and the constant worry caused 
them by a lack of education generally. 

I feel confident, dear Sir, that your personal views on the sub- 
ject, based upon your wmowledge of the situation here, cannot but be 
favorable to the desire of the Indians.

Since then I have canvassed the situation to see 
just what can be done for the children of this reserve to 
afford them educational facilities nearer home tham the 
residential schools at Kuper Island or at Sardis. There are 
twenty-two children of school age on the West Saanich Re- 
serve and fourteen under school age. These figures are 
exclusive of five at Kuper Island School and one at Coqual- 
eetza. The parents say they would all like to have the old 
Day School re-opened and would have their children attend 
regularly if this were done, but they want @ good teacher. 


The 014 school building has been examined and 
it is found to be in need of new equipment in the way of 
desks and blackboards as well as other general school 
material. If this school were re-opened in all likelihood 
a fair attendance would be had for at least six months of 
the year, but as most of the Saanich Indians leave their 
reserves early in the spring to seek labor in other parts 
of the Province or the American side, the attendance would 
be small during the balance of the year. 


You will, no doubt, ask why all these children 
cannot be sent to the residential schools. The answer to 
this is that it is extremely doubtful if they all could 
pass the necessary medical examination and, furthermore, 
the parents have a considerable antipathy against sending 
their children to the residential schools. 


In conclusion, I beg to say the experiment of 
again opening the Indian Day School on the West Saanich 
Road might therefore be tried, but there is no use thinking 
of this unless the Department is prepared to pay 4 good 
salary for a good teacher with at least a second class 
certificate, for, what the Indians like about the public 
schools is that there are good teachers and the children 
make excellent progress under their instruction.

This teacher does not appear to me to be well, 
She does not appear exactly 111, but she has 
lost much of her vitality.

In my last two reports I mentioned the neglect of 
the Primary Grades. The children in the various Sub Grades of Grade 
1 have made very little progress during the nast year. They have 
learned some Number Work since my last inspection, but the Reading 
is very much below the usual standard of the Indian Day Schools, I 
have of course explained again and again to thig teacher how to take

Father 
Lemmens, and seme of the Indians, an? we came to the 
conclusion that the only thing to be done was to deepen 
the present well, to try to get water. 


Our reason for concluding thie was, that there 
was an old In‘ian well in the vicinity which they clain 
never did dry up, but is now filled in, an’ it was 
deeper than the school welle 


I endeavored to get a price on doing the work 
from the Iniens, but none of them would contract, as we 
will have to go through rotten rock, and they can not tell 
how hard it is, and what amount of powder will be requirede 


I woul? like to get permission to deepen this 
well, another ten feet if necessary, and heve the werk 
done by the Indiens by day laboure Reveren’ Father 
Lemmens, will undertake to supervise the work. 

I would estimete thet if we have to go down ten feet 
that it will cost at least $50-006

With further reference to my report for 
the month of October on the Tsartlip School, I wish to submit 
a@ proposal to the Department for consideration which I feel 
would be of direct benefit to the Indian children and would, 
I think, help to assure a more regular attendance as well as 
greater punctuality at this School. 


The large majority of the children attending 
this school come from very poor class families, whose 
parents are either on relief all the time or during the 
winter months, the result being that they (the children) are 
none too well nourished and seldom have anything hot for their 
mid-day meal when they go home, If the Department would be 
kind enough to allow a small monthly grant for cocoa, milk 
and sugar amounting to $3.00 I am sure that it would be a 
great blessing to these children, especially some of those 
who take their lunch-such as it is-to Schoole ‘While some of 
the others who go home for their lunch,and dont get much, 
could take what little they do get to school and aggument 
it with Cocoa, This will also mean that 26 enamel cups 
and half a dozen tea spoons sliould be supplied@ which the 
teacher could procure very reasonable at the 15g store in 
Victorias 


If the Department can see their way clear 
to approve of this suggestion, I will then try a further 
step which I hope will eventually prove a succesa, and that 
ig to have each child bring a couple of raw potatoes and 
some raw vegetables each day to school which could be prepared 
and cooked by the bigger girls under the supervision of the 
teacher and then divided up among the children in the form 
of a hot vegetable dinner at noon. This I feel would be a 
distinct benefit to the ring bee and would not take any of 
the responsibility,of carin nd feeding the children,away 
from the parents or guardians. Your earnest and sympathetic 
consideration is respectfully requested to the above suggestion 
and an early reply to the second paragraph of this letter.
